A continuous construction program at Hi was see lias been very evident. Until completed, the 
new construction means new walks and streets and a great deal of dust or red mud and has 
caused inconvenience to everyone, faculty and students alike, The following buildings have been 
completed since 1956: Hardwick-Johnston Library, renovation of Brunner Hall, Trotter Indus¬ 
trial Arts Building, Lundy Science Hall, Tom Black Hall for men. New Womens Dormitory, and 
Youell Physical Education Center. 

Two buildings are under construction and will be completed this year, Buckner Memorial 
Chapel will be completed in February, 1969, at a cost of $300,000,00. The new Liberal Arts 
Center with its 24 classrooms, 24 faculty offices, and large auditorium will make for more ef¬ 
fective teaching and better cultural programs. 

The faculty at Hi was see is constantly seeking more formal training and better teaching meth¬ 
ods. Many teachers study in the university of their choice in the summer. Their goal is to in¬ 
spire students in their search for truth. 

Hlwassee College enrollment has tripled in the past 13 years. This indicates that more stu¬ 
dents arc able to take advantage of the new physical facilities and a well trained and dedicated 
faculty. The only reason these buildings and faculty exist is for the benefit of the students.
